Sir John A. Macdonald, who, being a member 
of tho Joint High Commission, Is supposed to 
be posted on the subject, Insinuated1" that the 
P2?i"!?A .pijrliafflSSi JfBiow very little about 
it, and that it might as well bo left to tho 
properly constituted authorities to settle. Tho 
"opposition," speaWnj through its leader, Mr. 
McKenzie, took up the old tune, and abused 
the preas, the President and the citizens of 
tho United Slates for certain offensive lan- 
guage used towards tho Dominion because "it 
occupied a semi-indepeadent position as a 
dependency of the British empire, which they 
desired to change by annexatisn to the 
republic." Now, we arq not at all anxious 
about the matter of annexation. That is

nay, the very vitality, of Canadi, and it ia for 
the people there to decide when and how they 
shall come over to us. Canada, for instance, 
is not self-sustaining. 
She is notoriously a 


burden to England. The statesmen of Great 
Britain frequently and even as recently as 
under Gladstone's government so declared it. 
Her value to us, therefore, would not probably 
be much more than that embraced ia the 
abandonment of the outrageous system of 
smuggling which prevails on the frontier, by 
which articles of British manufacture, especially 
in the iron trade, are stolen into this country, 
to the great disadvantage of our own manu- 
facturers. 


We have long since come to regard the British 


provinces on oar northern frontier as of 
exceedingly small account, whether in their 
old condition of colonies or under the more 
pompous title of a "Dominion." We have 
always been content to await that iaevitable 
feature in the history of the North American 
Continent when Canada and the whole 
British possessions should come into the fold 
of the United S:atea, there to find peace, 
comfort and prosperity—to find relief from 
the perpetual paltry political excitements, the 
hopes, fears and terrors under wMoh they 
have been suffering for so many years. We 
use the words hopes, fears and terrors ad- 
vissdly, because we believe that our colonial 
neighbors have been in a most unhappy and 
unsettled condition as to their future destiny. 
They had to take several uncompromising 
snubs from ths mother country, and swallow 
them without sugar coating. Ia fact, they 
submitted to an amount of humiliation that 
under the same circumstances any people 
with a genn of pluck in them would have 


barrassmcnl in tho conduct of public business

Thiers is the coming man in France—not tho 
man who is to remain, but tho man who, more 
than any other, is to give shape and character 
to France under her new conditions. Tho reso- 
lution introduced in the Assembly propSsingM. 
Thiers for Chief Executive is clear and unmis- 
takable proof that France is not wholly lost 
to reason—that in the midst of all her sorrow 
and all her madness she Is neither Indifferent 
to her interests nor blind to the way of escape 
which premises better times. M. Thiers is one 
of tho- great men of Europe, who is dear to 
us for the reason that his father was a working 
blacksmith, and that he himself is a man who 
owes his Immense success Ia life to his own 
genius and his own industry. 
M. Thiera is 


a man of 
letters 
and 
a 
statesman, 


He has written for the preas with success, and 
through the press his Brst triumphs were wen, 
As a lawyer his success was not great. This 
however, is not to be set down, as a fault, for 
at tho time that Thiers was attempting law he 
was engrossed in those historical studies the 
result of which we have in the "History of 
the French Revolution'' and the "History of 
the Consulate and the Empire." No man has 
written so warmly of the empire, nor hag any 
mam who has written of the empire written 
with more caution. He was the favorite 
Minister of Louis Philippe, and since the 
downfall of the kingdom, in 1848, all the 
world has looked is him as the undying friend 
of the House of Orleans. The coup Sitat of 
1851 sent M. Thiers into esila, although there 
were many who thought that the eulogist of 
the first empire would be the first Minister 
of the 
second. 
Since 1848 few have 


doubted that the great historian and the 
great statesman was at heart an Orleanist. It 
has been impossible to donbt his proclivities. 
His appearance in the Corps Legislatif under 
Napoleon the Third's reform marked the begin- 
ning of the dowafall of the empire. He has 
always been in favor of France having re- 
stored to her the EMne boundaries of the first 
empire: bat he was opposed to this war, be- 
cause, as he said, France was nofc prepared to 
fight with Prussia, far less with united Ger- 
many. "With his European tour and his efforts 
for peace we are all familiar. 
Should he suc- 


ceet to power we have no choice bat say he 
will restore to the throne of France the grand- 
son of Lsuis Philippe. Because he loves- his 
country even more than he hates Louis Napo- 
laon or loves the house of Orleans heis not likely

We fear, however, that Sumner is past 
praying for, and we are quite sura that the 
good work can and will be done without him.

invalid who wishes to escape our dreadful 
winter winds. They sweep down through 
Texas and to the Gulf csast in its whole ex- 
tent, even at times to the southern, extremity 
of the peninsula of Florida. For instance, we 
have noticed in our telegraphic reports a dif- 
ference of fifteen degrees ia the winter 
between the temperature of Key West (which 
is in the midst of that string of small Islands 
which extend out into the Gulf Stream from 
the southern caps of Florida; and the tem- 
perature of Havana, a hundred miles only 
across the water.

In the Dominion House of Commons Sir A. T, 


Gait to-day pointed ont the great Importance of tho 
House giving an early expression of Its opinion 
respecting the fisheries question, aud hoped that tlie 
correspondence would be brought down, or at least 
explanations made by tlie government respecting a 
matter of so much moment. He urged the great 
gravity of the Interests concerned as a reason for the 
production of the correspondence, so that the mem- 
bers of the House might be informed respecting ttie 
apparent change of imperial policy on the flslienes 
question. 


Sir John A. Macdonald said the House had received 


a wrong impression respecting the fisheries matter, 
but all papers would be produced. 


Sir A. T. Gait considered It advisable that a dis-
